day. Tho expedition was led by 
Lieut. A. H. Freeman, of the British 
third-class cruiser Tauranga. Lieu- 
tenant Freeman and Lieut. P. I 
Lansdale, of the 
United States 


cruiser Philadelphia, and Kasign .T. 
11, Monahan, of the United States 
cruiser Philadelphia, were left dead 
on the field. 


Ensign Monahan remained to as 


sist Lieutenant Lansdale and wa& 
shot in retiring, 


Two British and two Americat 


sailors ware also killed. 


The natives engaged wero some o 


Mataafa'a warriors. 
They severed 


the heads ol tho British and Ameri 
can officers killed. Priests of th 
French mission afterwards brough 
the heads to Apia.

When court opened for the third 
day of the trial of ex Halted States 
Senator Quay, there was indication 
on all sides that the crucial point in 
the whole proceedings had been 
reached, namely the question of the 
admission of tho books of the bank 
as evidence and especially those 
documents found ia the private 
desk of Cashier Hopkins. 


The masterly, logical argument 


made yesterday by David T. Wat- 
son, of counsel for Mr. Quay, in op- 
position to their admission gener- 
ally, and specifically to the private 
letters written by Quay to Hopkins 
which were identified by Teller 
Taber, was the subject uppermost 
in the public mind. 


Comment was freely indulged in 


regarding the court's probable no- 
tion. A decision in favor of tho de- 
fense virtually mean the collapse 
of the trial, while the admission of 
the books may prove a serious blow 
to|the defendant. 
The latter, ac- 


iompanied 
by his son Eiohard, 


reached the court room ten minutes 
before the opening and before any 
of his counsel. 
He was still the 


silent man, and gave no visible sign 
thi'.t he was at all disturbed by the 
question about to be determined by 
the court. 


Judge Biddlo took his seat prompt- 


y at 10 o'clock and after the jury 
had answered to their names, Dis- 
iriot Attorney Rothermel began his 
reply to Mr. Watson, urging the 
idmiasion of the books of the bank. 
His first point was that the point of 
-iriminal charges aro established and 
iroven by circumstantial evidence, 
he crime of conspiracy being fre- 
quently proven in this way. Mr. 
iothermel bore strongly on the oon- 
inued payment of interest on the 
x>mmonwealth's deposit in the Peo- 
les' bank by Senator Quay. 
He offered to prove by letters and 


elegrflms that Mr. Quay was bor-

)aid no interest on these money?, 
"his continued loaning of money, 
Mr, Rothermel contended was in

of circumstances and transactions 
extending "back indefinitely migh 
be used to secure a conviction, not 
withstanding tho statute limiting 
the prosecution to ncls committee 
within two years," 


Judge Biddle decided that the 


books of the bank aro admissible as 
evidence, He stated that he was 
not satisfied, however, that the "rec 
sook" was proper testimony against 
Senator Quay, since it was not 
:ound among the 
regular bank 


books. It has not yet been regu- 
,arlyoffered in evidence and the 
question of its admiggibility will be 
decided when it is presented.

How (he Native DoRout of the Phil- 


ippine Inlands WHS Copied From 
the Snmouii Craft—The Pattern Wai 
Mnile Age« Ago. 
• 


Being essentially a water loving folk 


the Philippine Islanders are expert ca- 
noeists. Like their other river craft, 
their canoes are decidedly picturesque 
affairs. In the Pnsig river thousands of 
these dugouts can be seen, and the fact 
that the Filipinos use so commonly 
such a primitive boat shows how little 
they have progressed. 
AVhy, only the 


most stupid of the American Indian 
tribes used the dugout. The red man 
substituted for the log; canoe tho birch 
bark, which remains today the peer ot 
river craft. Nothing' that we have been 
able to produce with all our art and 
improved toolK con equal for lightness, 
durability and beauty the cedar lines! 
birch bark canoe which the Indiana 
have used for hundreds of years. 


But the Filipino waterman still hews 


down 
ii tree, hollows out the trunk 


with infinite labor and makes a heavy, 
paddle boat that is both clumsy and 
awkward. True, the natives know how- 
to manage these canoes with wonderful 
skill, but they acquire their deftness 
w*ith ihe paddle only by long years of 
practice. 


The Filipinos, like all other Pacific 


islanders', probably took their first les- 
sons in canoe building from the wan- 
dering Samoans. who, ethnologists tell 
us, wen; the original island race of the 
Pacific. All the south sea legends agree 
with this theory. Another fact which 
seems to prove that the Kamoans were 
the first naval constructors is that all 
through the Pacific you will find craft 
which seem to be merely variations of 
the primeval type. 


The Filipino canoes are perhaps the 


most crude of any now in use. They 
are made with blunt ends, tho log being 
merely scooped out and smoothed off

on the outside. There is no provision 
for sailing them. Kvldunlly the natives 
are not daring enough for that. They 
are sometimes propelled with paddles, 
but more often by poles, for they are 
used mostlj in shallow waters. 


The Samoans brought the canoe to 


the highest development. No craft o£ 
its size ever made such long voyages as 
has their Hailing canoe. 
The vikings 


wore mere longshoremen when compar- 
ed to the ancient Samoans, who trav- 
ersed the immense stretches of the 
Pacific on their roving's. 


The essential:; of the Samoan pad- 


tiling c:\nou are a hull hollowed out of 
the trunk of a tree in a single piece and 
an outrigger on the port side, which is 
attached to the hull by a double set of 
braces, vertical and horizontal. They 
are commonly from JS to 30 feet long 
and seldom vary in the other dimen- 
sions with any attempt to preserve a 
ratio to the length. The beam is ap- 
proximately IS inches—(hat is to say, 
just wide enough for the hips of tliu 
puddler, who sits on the outrigger 
braces where they cross the hull. 


The builder, a select and much re- 


spected factor in Stmioau social condi- 
tions, selects from his store of dried 
logs p, trunk that measures the right 
number of fathoms for the canoe he is 
about to construct. In the present days, 
when he can buy civilized utensils of. 
carpentry, his tools are seldom other 
than a gouge and a plane iron mounted 
as an ad;;. Similarly in his own work- 
shop, before the white man introduced 
metals, he used but the stone adz and 
the shell gouge, using now, as then, the 
cui-iil stems for finishing off rough cuts. 


Kaon canoe is as like each other as 


though the same builder had construct- 
ed them on exactly the same lines. The 
bow is sharp and horned. The keel, 
while approximately flat, is yet slightly 
on (he rocker type. For some space 
abaft tin: bows the hull is left in a solid 
block, which bears the ornamentation 
oi several small cubes carved in line 
along the central line t>f the canoe. 
I hose ornaments are frequently dec-o- 
ral etl with sun bleached cowrie shells. 


The builder of the canoe undertakes 


to turn out a hull that will float in still 
water, and it is only by repeated exper- 
iments of its flotation that ho is able to 
complete his work to his own satisfac- 
tion. But no hulls are designed to pre- 
serve their equilibrium when carrying 
weight. 
That balance is obtained by 


means of tho outrigger. This consist- 
in the Samoan type of three essential 
features.

powders should be aA oided because 
they make the food unwholesome 
Prominent hygiomsts, who have 
given the matter most study, re 
gard these powders as an evil that 
should be supprefe&ed by state ao 
tion 
In Minnesota and Wisconsin 


alum powders aie not permitted to 
be sold unless they are branded to 
warn oonsuraei3 ot their true char 
ac. tor, while in tho District of Co 
lumbia the authorities have under 
the direc tion ot 'Congress adopted 
regulations to prohibit the use of 
alum in bread altogether 


Are not the people of other states, 


as well as those of Minnesota and 
Wisconsin, entitled to warning of a 
danger which is apparently menac- 
ing them at close hand, and is not 
the whole country entitled to abso- 
lute protection, as the people of the 
District of Columbia are protected, 
by legislation which is entirely pro-

The Samouns brought the canoe io 


the highest development. No craft of 
its size ever made such long voyages as 
lias their Railing canoe. 
The vikings 


were mere longshoremen when compar- 
ed to the ancient Samoans, who trav- 
ersed the immense stretches of the 
J'acilic on their rovings. 


The essentials of the Samoan paa- 
lins canoe are n hull hollowed out ot 


the inmk of a tree in a single piece and 
an outrigger on tiie port side, which is 
attached to the Imil by a double set of 
braces, vertical and horizontal. They 
are commonly from IS to 30 feet IQHR 
and seldom vary in the other dimen- 
sions witli any attempt to preserve a 
ratio to the length. The beam is ap- 
proximately IS inches- that is to say, 
just wide enough for the hips of tiie 
paddler, who sits on the outriyyer 
braces where they cross the hull. 


The buil-ler, a select and much re- 


spected factor in Samoan social condi- 
tions, selects from his store of dried 
logs a trunk that measures the right 
number of fathoms for the canoe he is 
about to construct. In the present days. 
when he can buy civilized utensils of 
carpentry, his tools are seldom other 
than a gouge and a plane iron mounted 
as an adz. Similarly in his own work- 
shop. before the white man introduced 
metals, he u?ed but the stone ads ami 
tho shell souse, using now. as then, the 
coral Klems for finishing off rough cuts. 


Kadi canoe is ns like each other ass 


though the same buil'ier had conulruct- 
etl them on exactly the same linrs. Thy 
bow is sharp and horned. The kcci. 
while approximately Hat. is yet slightly 
on the rocker type.
